recommended, and bethe tenor hereof Recommends the condition of the ſaid Towneto the Chriſtian and charitable 
conſideration of all perſons of whatſomever rank, qualirie, or degree, in Kirke and Sate within this Kingdome, and to 
the whole Judicatories, Civill and Ecclefiaſticall within the ſame.

And the ſaids Lords hath entruſted rhe colleQion of this contribution and 
benevolenceto ſuch perſons as ſhall be nominate and authorized bee the Proveſt, Baillies and Councell of Dxxdie: 
Giving, granting, and committing unto them full power and commiſſion to deale and travell with the whole Noble. 
men, Barons, and Gentlemen, Synods , Presbyteries and Seſſions of Kirks, Burrows townes and Villages and all others 
his Majeſties ſubje&s ro Burgh and Land, anenc the benevolence and voluntariecontributinn tobe given forthe ſupply 
of the ſaid Burgh. Which Commiſſioners ſhall have abook delivered tothem be the Elerk of the Commitrte, whereof 
every leafe ſhall bemarked be him. And wherein the Gommittee requeſts the Contributerstoinſert their contribu. 
tions. And if any by flouth or negligence omitte to doe the ſame, thartrhe Commiſſioners inſert the ſame themſelves, 
and report their diligence hercin, with their books to the Commurtec upon the day of To the in- 
rent they may know what ſummes are colleted and how the ſame ſhall be imployed. And the ſaids Commiſſioners 
ſhall give their great and ſolemne oath at the reporting of their diligence and books, that they have not omitted 
nor left out of the ſaids books, any of the perſons contributers nor ſummes contributed, Requeſting hereby the Mo- 
derators of Synods and Presbyteries to give direQion to the Miniſters of their ſeverall Pariſhes to ſtirre up their 
Pariſhoners to pur to their helping hand to this ſo important and neceſſariea buſlineſſe. This Commiſſion to indure 
for the ſpace of a yeare after the date hereof. And the Committee declares, thae what ſhall be gotren for ſup- 
plie of the ſaid Burgh, be vertueof this Commithion, ſhall bee accounted in part of payment of their loſle, for tryall 
whereof, commiſſionis granted.
